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SUMMARY 


An  armored  vehicle  firing  range  is  located 
approximately  9 kilometers  (km)  southwest  of 
Ventspils  on  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  Sea  (Figure 
1).  It  is  probably  utilized  by  the  army  units 
in  Ventspils. 

The  range,  covering  approximately  200 


acres,  contains  3 vehicle  runs  and  5 moving 
targets.  There  is  a small  support  area  with 
3 support  structures  and  a guard  building  at 
the  entrance  (Figure  2). 

Nine  KEYHOLE  missions  have  covered  this 
area  since  July  1961.  There  has  been  no  change.

Good  all-weather  roads  connect  the  area 
with  Ventspils.

Area  H contains  3 support  buildings  and  1 
guardhouse. 


Tank/Assault-Gun  Firing  Range 

Area  N contains  a 4,500- foot  range  with 
three  2,500-foot  firing  lanes  and  5 moving 
targets.  The  area  contains  1 control  and  3 
support  buildings. 
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
